The 'Possum Trot Line, 


operated 
by 
courageous 


railroad buffs headquartered in 
Shreveport, kept barely afloat 
financially by handling freight 
shipments from the Berry 
asphalt plant at Waterloo and 
running excursions trips be-1 
tween Reader and Waterloo. 
But the closing of the Berry 
plant compelled the railroad 
operators to ask the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for 
permission to abandon the line.

Washburn, and I were invited 
by the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
division superintendent to 
travel the same route on a

Now me steam locomotives 


are gone and even the tracks 
have been taken up on the 
Wilkes-Barre-Ricketts 
route. 


The 'Possum Trot Line is a 


relic from the old days of 
lumber-hauling on tracks and 
those days are inexorably 
sliding away.

MUNICH (AP) — Arab ter- 


rorists armed with submachine 
guns broke into the Olympic 
village today, killed two Is- 
raelis and held 13 more Israelis 
hostage in their living quarters.

MUNICH (AP)-The 20th 


Olympic Games will be sus- 
pended this afternoon and a 
memorial service held Wednes- 
day morning for two Israelis 
killed in a terrorist raid on the 
Olympic Village. 


A Joint announcement by Av- 


ery Brundage, president of the 
International Olympic Com- 
mittee, and Willi Daum, presi- 
dent of the Olympic Organizing 
Committee, was announced at a 
news conference. 


The Arabs, who had boxes of 


explosives, threatened to kill all 
the hostages unless 200 Arab 
terrorists held in Israel were 
released. 


They first set a deadline of 


noon—7 a.m. EOT. Later a 
West German spokesman said 
an extension of the deadline 
waa achieved in negotiations 
between the terrorists and Mo- 
hammed Chatib, head of the 
jtfab League; office aUBonn, 
. who had rushed to Munich. 


The Olympics, founded to fos- 


ter international understanding, 
were thrown into balance. After 
an emergency Cabinet meeting, 
Israel asked West Germany to 
halt the games, reliable sources 
reported. But the games went 
on, for the time being at least. 


Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt 


called a meeting of the West 
German Cabinet, then flew to 
Munich from Bonn to supervise

Most of an estimated 15,000 to 


18,000 Russian military men 
then in Egypt are reported to 
have left. But the Soviet navy 
still is using three Egyptian 
ports. 


Pentagon intelligence author- 


ities say the Russians still are 
adjusting to changes and the 
possibility that the Soviet navy 
eventually may have to move 
its base of Mediterranean oper- 
ations. 


"Reconnaissance will be a 


problem for them now," said 
one Pentagon expert. 


To deal with this problem, of- 


ficials said, the Russians prob- 
ably will augment the 50 or so 
Soviet naval vessels in the 
Mediterranean with one or both 
of the Soviet Union's helicopter 
carriers, the Moskva and the 
Leningrad- 
Choppers 
from 


these vessels could then patrol 
in sight of U.S. warships. 


The Moskva and Leningrad 


normally are based in the 
Black Sea. 


In addition to helicopters, 


Pentagon officials said, the So- 
viet navy may add to the four 
or five AG1 intelligence ships 
usually in the Mediterranean. 
AGls, which look much like 
trawlers, are equipped with so- 
phisticated electronic gear for 
surveillance and monitoring ra- 
dio traffic. 


Senior U.S. naval officials 


say Syria is about the only 
country around the rim of the 
Mediterranean which might 
provide port facilities to the 
Russian navy if it finally is 
ousted from Egypt. But while 
Syria has received considerable 
military aid from Russia, the 
Syrian government is said to be 
none too eager to provide naval 
bases for the Soviet Union.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


John L- McCteUan, D-Ark., said

It bore the title 
"Communique" and listed five 
points of an ultimatum: 


1. West Germany must de- 


clare itself prepared to, »~ing 
the Israeli hostages to a 
to be specified by the "r> 
tionary forces" 
inside the 


Olympic village. 


2. West Germany must pro- 


vide the guerrillas with three 
airplanes. The Israelis would 
be divided into three groups 


and placed aboard each of the 
planes. After the first flane 
left, the other planes would in 
succession leave as soon as 
word was received that the pre- 
vious one had reached the as- 
yet undisclosed destination. 


3. Any attempt to interfere 


with the operation would result 
in the killing of the hostages. 
West Germany would bear full 
responsibility. 


4. The ultimatum deadline 


would run out within three 
hours. 


5. In the event the ultimatum 


is not heeded, orders would be 
given "to carry out revolution- 
ary and just force in order to 
give the war chiefs of the Is- 
raeli war machine a hard les- 
son." 
Dr. Manfred Schreiber, the 


Munich chief of police, told a 
news conference the West Ger- 
man government offered the 
terrorists an unlimited sum of 
money to call off their siege. 


The police also offered to send 
in substitute hostages If the 
Arabs would release the Israeli 
athletes. 
Schreiber said the Arabs re- 


fused. 


Officials said one of the dead 


men was the team's wrestling 
trainer, Moshe Weinberg, 32, a 
former Israeli champion. 


The identity of the second Is- 


raeli killed could not be learned 
immediately, but he was be- 
lieved to have been a judge or 
a referee. 
Radio communication was 


opened between Munich and Je- 
rusalem, and Premier Golda 
Meir met with her cabinet in 
the Israeli capital. 


The Bavarian Interior Minis- 


try said there were five terror- 
ists and that negotiations with 
them were "very, very diffi- 
cult."

Congress prepares to vote 
on cash award for deaths 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Back 


at work after a two-week 
break, the Senate, prepared to- 
day to vote on granting a cash 
award to families of policemen 
and firemen killed on duty, 
while the House was set to de- 
cide on financing the antipover- 
ty program. 


Returning following the re- 


cess for the Republican Nation- 
al Convention and Labor Day, 
senators were scheduled to vote 
on a bill to provide $50,000 tax- 
free for the family of any po- 
liceman, fireman or other pub- 


lic safety officer killed in the 
line of duty. 


House members slated action 


today on a compromise bill au- 
thorizing |4.8 billion for a two- 
year extension of the antipover- 
ty program. 


Congressional leaders are 


shooting for adjournment by 
the end of the month, but it is 
likely the session will spill over 
into October because of a num- 
ber of controversial issues still 
to be resolved. 


The first measure to be voted 


on by the Senate provides, ret- 


roactive to Jan. 1, 1967, for a 
$50,000 federal payment to the 
widow or other dependents of 
public safety officers killed 
while on duty. 


In addition to policemen and 


firemen, this would include 
prison guards, national guards- 
men and members of the 
armed forces assigned to main- 
tain civil peace. 


An almost-unbroken rise in 


police killings in the last dec- 
ade led the administration to 
request the legislation.

Contempt appeal under advisement 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


attorney for a Texarkana, Tex., 
newspaper editor cited for con- 
tempt of court claimed Monday 
that a Judge's order to prevent 
the publication of a verdict in a 
criminal case violated the con- 
stitutional guarantee of free- 
dom of speech and press. 


Arguing before the Arkansas 


Supreme Court, attorney G. 
William Lavender of Texarkana 
said a "simple, accurate" pub- 
lication of a verdict does not 
violate the concept of fair and 
impartial trial. 


Lavender represented Harry 


G. Wood, executive editor of 
the Texarkana Gazette and 
News, in Wood's appeal of a 
contempt citation for ignoring 
the order of Circuit Court 


Judge John W. Goodson and 
printing a story containing the 
second-degree rape conviction 
of Eugene E. Sumler of Texar- 
kana on Feb. 16. 


Goodson said at the time he 


issued the order that he wanted 
to avoid prejudicing the trial of 
a related case that was getting 
underway in his Texarkana, 
Ark., court. 


The judge had said he 


thought that in this particular 
case that the Sixth Amendment 
guarantee of a fair trial took 
precedence over the First 
Amendment guarantee of free- 
dom of speech and press. 


Goodson fined Wood $250 and 


sentenced him to 60 days in jail 
on the contempt conviction. He 
suspended all the penalty. 


The Supreme Court took the 


case under advisement after 
hearing Monday's oral argu- 
ments. The court was expected 
to hand down a decision later 
this month. 


Representing the state, Asst. 


Atty. Gen. Fred H. Harrison 
told the court that a "substan- 
tive evil" was present in the 
publication of the verdict. He 
said it might have prevented 
the defendant in the related 
case from having an impartial 
jury. 


Harrison said Goodson's or- 


der against the verdict publica- 
tion was not permanent and 
was confined to the next morn- 
ing's edition of Wood's news- 
paper. Lavender, however, said 
any restriction "for no matter 


how long" violated the First 
Amendment. 


Lavender said that while the 


Sumler verdict was read in 
open court and the courtroom 
was "fairly crowded," Goodson 
did not consider the verdict to 
be public information. 


Harrison said that Goodson's 


territorial Jurisdiction was suf- 
ficient to issue a warrant for 
Wood's arrest although the edi- 
tor lives on the Texas side of 
Texarkana and Goodson is 
judge on the Arkansas side. 


Wood also was fined $100 plus 


$45.45 court costs on another 
contempt charge for failing, on 
the advice of counsel, to appear 
March 7 to answer the first 
contempt citation. Goodson did 
not suspend this penalty.

SEATTLE (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern, proclaiming 
his spirit revived and his hopes 
high after a boisterous welcome 
to the Pacific Northwest, called 
today for federal help to create 
25,000 new jobs at the Boeing 
Co. by providing cleaner and 
quieter engines for commercial 
jets. 
McGovern, who voted against 


the Nixon administration's pro- 
posal for a federally subsidized 
supersonic transport^ be built 
largely by Boeing, said the new 
program could be financed 
from only "a small share" of 
$9 billion in recently granted 
corporate tax relief. 


"The cleaner engine would 


also improve the environment," 
the Democratic 
presidential 


nominee said in remarks pre- 
pared for a visit to a food dis- 
tribution warehouse set up to 
feed unemployed persons here, 
many from Boeing. 


More than 5,000 cheering sup- 


porters greeted McGovern out- 
side his downtown Seattle hotel 
Monday night after his arrival 
from enthusiastic receptions at 
Labor Day rallies and picnics 
in Ohio and California. 


"My spirit is revived, my 


hopes are high," McGovern 
told the predominantly youthful 
crowds, declaring that though 
polls show him far behind, 
"I'm ready for the uphill fight 
against Richard Nixon and I 
think we're going to win that 
fight." 


As in his other speeches ear- 


lier Monday, the crowd espe- 
cially cheered McGovern's in- 
creasingly aggressive attacks 
on President Nixon and his 
most prominent Democratic 
backer, former Texas Gov. 
John B. Connally. 


At every stop - Barberton 


and Chippewa Lake, Ohio, and 
Pleasanton, Calif. — McGovern 
lit into Nixon's Labor Day 
statement that the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion pits advocates of a "wel- 
fare ethic" with advocates of a 
"work ethic" such as himself. 


"Mr. Nixon is for the work 


ethic on Labor Day but he's for 
unemployment the rest of the 
year," the Democratic nominee 
told a predominantly youthful 
crowd of 2,000 at a labor-spon- 
sored fair at Pleasanton. 


Later, in an interview with 


local television reporters, 
McGovern linked Connally with 
AFL-CIO President 
George 


Meany, who is sitting out the 
election white attacking both 
President 
Nixon 
and 


McGovern. 


"I don't think that either Mr. 


Meany of Mr. Connally or oth- 
ers who usually vote Democrat- 
ic, but this year have taken a 
walk, I don't think they're go- 
ing to decide the election," 
McGovern said. 


He criticized aleany'a state- 


ment that he is an "anjdogiat" 
for the Communist bjkic a* "tor 
tal nonsense" and yyH "I dw't 
think the American piMfto ba- 
lieve it." 
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Main stretch 
of campaign 
is underway 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Both 


President Nixon and challenger 
George S. McGovern appeared 
relaxed and confident today as 
they faced the main stretch in 
their presidential campaigns. 


Nixon, who was in San Cle- 


mente, Calif., for the Labor 
Day holiday, planned to travel 
to San Francisco today to meet 
with his Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee on Environmental Quali- 
ty. He was to fly to Washington 
afterward. 


McGovern carried his Demo- 


cratic campaign into Seattle, 
Portland, Ore., and Los Ange- 
les, while his running mate, 
Sargent Shriver, was in Boston 
and planned other stops at 
Portland, Maine; Springfield, 
Mass., and Albany, N.Y. 


Labor Day is the traditional 


starting time for the presiden- 
tial campaign which ends with 
the election on Nov. 7, although 
the campaigning actually start- 
ed much earlier. 


Nixon's trip to San Francisco 


was described as non-political, 
and there were no public ap- 
pearances planned. He was to 
meet aboard a ferryboat with 
the environmental group to dis- 
cuss a proposal for a Golden 
Gate National Recreation Area 
in California. 


In Seattle, McGovern urged 


federal help to create 25,000 
jobs at the Boeing Co., whose 
aircraft production operations

MUNICH (AP) — The entire 


Egyptian Olympic team flew 
home from the games today 
and a spokesman was quoted 
as saying all the Arab delega- 
tions might pull out. 


Early today Palestinian raid- 


ers seized the Israeli team's 
quarters, killed one or two men 
and held others as hostages. 


A German postman who left 


the village when he went off 
duty at 4:30 a.m. told police he 
saw "two groups of four or five 
men each" jumping over the 
fence. 


At the first word of the at- 


tack, police swarmed over the 
village, sealed off the area and 
began negotiations with the 
Arabs. 


The Palestine guerrilla or- 


ganizations in Beirut, the capi- 
tal of Lebanon, were silent for 
the moment. 
However, Egypt's Middle 


East News Agency reported 
from Bonn that the new Pale- 
stinian guerrilla group known 
as Black September claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 
The organization was formed in 
late 1971, assassinated Premier 
Wasfi Tell of Jordan soon after 
and in May hijacked a Belgian 
airliner to Tel Aviv. 


The list of imprisoned terror- 


ists whose freedom was de- 
manded was reported to be 
mugo the same as one handed 
the Israelis after the hijacked 
Belgian plane landed in May. 
That time, however, Israeli 
cwamajidDs got aboard the 
plane in disguise and killed or 
captured the hijackers.

'Caveman' will emerge 


DEL RIO, Tex. (AP) - 


French scientist Michel Sifff* 
was due to emerge today frofn 
more than six months of Mlf- 
imposed isolation in Midnight 
Cave to tell the world what h€ 
achieved. 


The reuion with his pretty 25- 


year-old wife, Nathalie, and the 
four members of his all-French 
expedition, was set for 11 a.m. 
(CDT). 


Some of those present for the 


emergence had driven the 50 
miles from Del Rio, jolting the 
last 20 miles over a rough dirt 
track, then climbing the lime- 
Stone rocks on foot to the base 
camp. A few were ferried in by 
helicopter to this lonely spot, 
lost in the vast open reaches of 
the Edwards Plateau, not far 
from the Mexican border. 


Siffre, 33, had spruced up and 


shaved off his beard before the 
public reunion with his wife. 
Nathalie, who saw her husband 
for the first time since the ex- 
periment began when she went 
riown into the cave a week ago, 
had a new hair-do. 


It was Feb. 14 and St. Valen- 


tine's Day when Siffre kissed 
his mother and his bride of one 
year goodbye and went down a 
swaying ladder to the cave that 
was to be his home for the next 
205 days. 


He aimed to prove that man, 


when cut off from contact with 
global time, can adapt his life 
easily from a daily cycle of 24 
hours to one of 48. Throughout, 
his only contact with the world 
was by a field telephone rigged 


to his bail camp. He had no 
watch, no mail, no newspapers, 
no radio, no means of telling 
time. And he was on his own. 


The adaptation of Siffre's 


body to the longer cycle was 
slow business and took months 
to achieve. But towards the end 
of his stay underground, ex- 
pedition members reported he 
was close to the goal. Mis long' 
est waking stretch was 36 
hours; his longest sleep was 1? 
hours. 


Siffre's experiment WAS back- 


ed by the French Speleological 
Institute, the French Defense 
Ministry and NASA (National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 


istration). American business 
firms loaned valuable computer 
equipment and the Marriott 
Corp. of Washington provided 
him with pre-cooked frozen 
food identical with that used in 
the Apollo 16 moon mission. 


But the time experiment was 


not all. 


Through much of the period 


he was in the cave, Siffre was 
linked through electronic moni- 
toring equipment to the ex- 
pedition's laboratory tent, 
where a round-the-clock watch 
was kept by his four compan- 
ions-Jacques Chabert, 30, of 
Barbizon, Gerard Cappa, 28, 
Raymond Valente, 23, and 


Jean-Pierre Maison, who are 
all from Nice.

was recorded every five min- 
utes for a total of 4,920 hours. 


-Mis heart fate was noted 


continuously for 160 days. 


-Mis sleep stages were stud- 


ied by etectro-encephalography 
during 140 nights. He couldn't 
flutter an eyelid without it 
being noted above. 


—The precise nutrient com- 


position of the foods fed to him 
were correlated with the results 
of his body wastes analysis.

Favorite Dove Recipes 


By JAMES E. MILLER 


Extension Wildlife Specialist 
Doves should be cleaned and 


put on ice as soon as possible 
after being killed. Many hun- 
ters make the mistake of killing 
cloves, carrying them around 
all afternoon in their hunting 
vests with temperatures in the 
70's and 80's then carrying them 
in- and finally,cleaning Jthem. 
some 5 or 6 hours after they 
were killed. Doves handled in 
this manner can seldom be 
cooked into an epicurean 
delight no matter how skillful 
the cook, and they usually end 
up being thrown to the dogs 
with the hunter blaming his 
wife or saying to himself that 
doves are just not good to eat. 


I always try to take an ice 


chest and some plastic bags 
with me when I go dove hun- 
ting. The chest serves a double 
purpose of keeping some water 
or soft drinks cool and for 
keeping the cleaned doves cool 
until they can be more properly 
handled at home. I usually try 
to keep the doves as cool as 
possible while hunting, such as 
spreading them out in the shade 
rather than piling them in the 
back of my hunting coat or vest. 
Then after I have my limit, I try 
to find a waterhole or branch 
and sit down with a plastic bag 
to clean my doves. The 
waterhole or branch is to wash 
my hands after I have finished 
cleaning the doves. Whether 
you pick or skin doves, the 
intestines, crop, etc., should be 
removed and the carcasses 
placed in plastic bags and put 
on ice immediately. 


When you get home with the 


doves, wash them carefully, 
pick out all shot, feathers, and 
other extraneous material, and 
place the birds in salty water to 
soak 
overnight 
in 
the 


refrigerator. Even doves that 
are to be frozen for later use 
should be soaked overnight in 
salty water. 


Cooking 


My favorite recipe for doves 


is quite simple, and no fancy 
wines or spices are needed. 


Take thawed-out or fresh 


doves, spread out on waxed 
paper, salt and pepper to taste, 
then roll lightly in flour. Put 
doves in iron skillet with about 
V4 inch of hot cooking oil and 
brown on both sides at about 350 
degrees. Drain oil, except for 3 
or 4 tablespoons. Turn heat 
very low, about a simmer, 
cover with lid, and simmer for 
45 to 60 minutes. Doves fried in 
(his manner are my favorite 
eating game bird. You can 
make gravy with the drippings 
in the skillet after removing the 
doves. 


A variation of this recipe that 


we occasionally try is to pour 
either mushroom or celery soup 
over the doves after draining 
off the excess cooking oil, and 
they will make their own gravy. 


Another variation is to add 1 
teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce to the remaining oil after 
draining. 


When we have fried doves at 


our house, we usually have a 
side dish of cheese-grits to go 
along with the vegetables and 
green salad. Our recipe for 
cheese grits is: Add 1 pound of 
processed cheese to 3 cups of 
cooked grits. Melt cheese in, 
stirring slowly until desired 
consistency is reached. Serve 
cheese-grits hot with any type 
of wild game or fish. Another 
good fried dove recipe is as 
follows: 


Fried Dove Supreme 


6 doves 
Vfe cup butter 
1 cup of dry wine 
Vt cup minced onion 
2 tablespoons chopped celery 


leaves 


Vt teaspoon tarragon 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Split doves. Saute in butter 


until lightly browned or about 5 
minutes. Add wine, onion, 
celery leaves, salt and pepper. 
Cover and simmer over low 
heat for 20 minutes. Add 
tarragon and simmer, un- 
covered, for 15 minutes. 


There are many other good 


dove recipes, and I have tried 
and like the following change of 
pace; but being a farm-raised 
Southern boy, I still prefer fried 
doves most of the time. The 
fried dove recipe is our own 
original recipe. The following 
recipes were taken from "The 
Outdoor Cook's Bible" by 
Joseph D. Bates, Jr. This 
publication has recipes for a 
variety of wild game and fish, 
many of which I have tried and 
found to be well-recommended.

10 doves 
1 cup Burgundy wine 
1 teaspoon vinegar 
1 tablespoon sugar 
2 garlic cloves, minced 
1 tablespoon celery salt 
V4 cup flour 
V4 cup cooking oil 
1 cup fresh or canned 


mushrooms, sliced 


Marinate the doves overnight 


in the next four ingredients. 
Drain and dry them; rub with 
celery salt, and roll in flour. 
Saute the birds in the oil until 
brown. Drain off the oU and add 
the marinating sauce. Add 
enough more wine to cover the 
birds. Add the mushrooms. 
Cover the skillet and cook over 
low heat for about 2 hours. 
Thicken the sauce with a little 
flour-and-water 
paste, if 


desired. 


Grilled Doves In Foil 


10 to 12 doves

dean the doves and soak

Lynn Colella of 
Seattle took the silver and Ellie 
Daniel of Elkins Park, Pa., the 
bronze. 


Miss Belote, of Springfield, 


Va., who earlier had won the 
100-meter backstroke, became 
a double gold medalist with her 
200 backstroke 
triumph in 


2:19.19, also a world record. 
Susie Atwood of Long Beach, 
Calif., was second ahead of 
Donna Marie Gurr of Canada. 


If all this "U.S. swimmers 


swept ... " and "new world 
record ... " business seems re- 
petitive, it is. The U.S. men, for 
example, grabbed 10 of the 18 
golds available and took eight 
silvers and eight bronzes. And 
the women won eight of 14 
golds, plus five silvers and four 
bronzes. In all, world marks 
were set in 23 of 29 events and 
no record from Mexico City's 
1968 Games—not one—was left 
intact. 


Valery Borzov, who earlier 


won the 100-meter dash, be- 
came the first non-American to 
sweep the sprints as he won the 
200 meters in 19.99 seconds, 
beating Larry Black of Miami 
to the wire by a fifth of a sec- 
ond.

Spitz compares 
2 performances 


MUNICH (AP) — "I'm four 


years older and own seven gold 
medals," Olympic hero Mark 
Spitz said Tusday in comparing 
his flop va't the 1968 Games to 
the glory of Munich. 


Spitz conducted a 40-minute 


news conference shortly after 
Palestinian terrorists stormed 
Olympic Village and killed two 
members of the Israeli team." 


"I think it's very tragic," 


said Spitz, who refused to stand 
in the open at a microphone. "I 
have no further comment." 


Following 
the 
conference, 


German soldiers escorted Spitz 
out of the huge Olympic press 
building and he was taken to a 
downtown Munich hotel. 


"He is much too popular to 


take chances," a spokesman 
for the German Olympic Or- 
ganizing Committee said. 


Spitz is a Jew of Russian- 


English heritage. 


Relegating the questioning to 


swimming subjects thereafter, 
Spitz said he was "under a lot 
of pressure, but now I feel 
great." 


The handsome, 22-year-old 


California swept finals in the 
100 and 200-meter freestyle, 100 
and 200-butterfly plus three re- 
lays. All came in world record 
time. 


Asked who, including himself, 


was the greatest swimmer of 
all time, Spitz grinned and then 
answered, "I don't think I'm in 
a position to say who's better 
or worse than I am." 


Spitz predicted before the 


Mexico City Olympics that he 
would capture six gold medals, 
but the then 18-year-old Indiana 
University freshman took only 


two relay and a silver and 
bronze individual medal on al- 
most unbeatable teams. 


In Munich, he won everything 


but the swimming hall. 


"I'm 
pleased to see this 


crowd and it's a great honor 
for me," the pre-dental gradu- 
ate said. Asked about his public 
image, he said, "I tried to do 
my best. I have no control over 
what people think." 


Arkansas opens the 1972 


football season Saturday, Sept. 
9, against the University of 
Southern California. Kickoff is 
set for 7t30p.m. in Little Rock's 
War Memorial Stadium. 


The game is expected to 


attract a crowd of at least 
54,446. This War Memorial 
Stadium record was set by 
Razorback fans last year 
against Texas and Texas A&M. 
The University of Arkansas 
Athletic Department's 
ticket 


office has not sold cross-the- 
counter tickets to this game, all 
tickets have been pruchased by 
mail 
ordering. 
Southern 


California did not return any of 
its 5,000-ticket allotment. There 
is a possibility a limited 
number of tickets will be placed 
on sale at War Memorial 
Stadium late in the week if 
University 
of 
Arkansas 


students at Fayetteville do not 
claim all of their allotment. 
However, students were pur- 
chasing their tickets at a fast 
pace Thursday and Friday 
(August 31-September 1). 


Frank Broyles will begin his 


15th season in charge of the 
Razorback program against 
USC. He has established a 112- 
37-2 record since 1958 and led 
the Razorbacks to six South- 
west 
Conference 
cham- 


pionships and nine bowl ap- 
pearances. Broyles set a tenure 
record for Arkansas coaches 
last year, Fred Thomsen set the 
old standard for a head coach at 
13 years from 1929-1941. 


Trojan Head Coach John 


McKay begins his 13th season 
at USC. He has established an 
88-38-6 record the past 12 
seasons, won two national 
championships ('62, '67) and six 
Pacific-Eight Conference titles. 
His teams have finished in the 
Top Ten seven of the past 10 
seasons and have not lost to 
Notre Dame in their last five 
games. 


During the last 10 seasons, 


Arkansas has won 83, lost 23 
and had two ties under Broyles' 
leadership, and USC has 
established an 80-22-5 record 
with McKay in Charge. 


Southern 
California 


established a 6-4-1 season 
record and tied for third in the 
PAC-8 with three wins, two 
losses and one tie. Arkansas, 
second in the SWC with a 5-1-1 
record, had an 8-2-1 mark at the 
end of the year and 
was 


defeated by Tennessee, 14-13, in 
the Liberty Bowl. 


Saturday's game will be the 


first of a three-game aeries 
between Arkansas and USC. 
The Razorbacks travel to Los 
Angeles, in 1973 for game No. 2 
and the competition returns to 
Uttle Rock, the following year. 
Each of the contests are season 
openers. 


Arkansas has a win and a loss 


in competition against PAC-8 
members. The Razorbacks lost 
to Stanford, 34-28 in 1970, and 
Arkansas defeated California, 
51-20, in 1971. The Razorbacks 
had never played a West Coast 
team until the NCAA permitted 
its members to schedule an 
additional (eleventh) game in 
1970. 


Saturday's game will be 


Arkansas's third consecutive 
opening performance against a 
PAC8 team. The Razorbacks 
were defeated by Stanford, 34- 
28, in the 1970 season opener at 
Little Rock, and Arkansas 
downed California, 51-20, last 
year in the first game at War 
Memorial Stadium. 


In 15 previous games against 


SWC competition, the Trojans 
have established an 11-3-1 
record. USC defeated Rice, 24- 
0, last year in Houston. The 
Owls and Trojans began the 
SWC-USC series in Los Angeles 
with a 7-7 tie in 1947. USC 
defeated Rice the following 
year 7-0 on the West Coast. The 
Trojans have had four victories 
over Texas (19-7 in 1955 at Los 
Angeles, 44-20 in 1956 at Austin, 
104 in 1966 at Austin and 17-13 in 
1967 at Los Angeles), two wins 
against SMU (21-16 in 1961 at 
Los Angeles, 33-3 in 1962 at 
Dallas), and defeated Texas 
A&M 31-7 in Los Angeles in 1964. 
Baylor is even in the Trojan 
series, USC won 18-7 at Los 
Angeles in 1959 and the Bears 
were victorious at Waco, 35-14, 
in 1960. TCU is the only SWC 
member holding a winning edge 
against the Trojans, the Horned 
Frogs lost, 28-26, in 1951, but 
won the last two games in their 
series, 20-7 in 1954 and 7-6 in 
1960. Each of these games was 
played in Los Angeles. 


Traditionally, Arkansas has 


enjoyed much success in 
opening games. Razorbacks 
have won 58, lost 12 and had 
three ties in first appearances. 


Each of the tie games were 


scoreless, two were against 
Hendrix College, 1920 and 1932, 
but the first was against 
Haskell Institute in 1907. 


Arkansas won its first varsity 


game in 1894 with a 42-0 victory 
in Fayetteville over Ft. Smith 


High School. Drury College, the 
Razorbacks' first collegiate 
opponent in 1898, replaced Ft.

rookie season. He completed 75 
of 163 passes for 1,210 yards 
and seven touchdowns, and 
most of the 17 intercepted came 
in the first half of the season.

Tagge, a Green Bay native and 
first round draft choice who led 
Nebraska to the national colle- 
giate championship.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. Air 


Force jets attacked North Viet- 
nam's northwest railroad to 
China Monday and destroyed 
two radar stations used to di- 
rect surface-to-air missiles at 
American planes, the U.S. 
Command announced today. 


On the ground, North Viet- 


namese forces mounted their 
third attack since last Friday 
against South Vietnamese bases 
in the central highlands. The 
Saigon command said the as- 
sault was beaten back and 
claimed 130 North Vietnamese 
were killed, 100 of them by air 
strikes. Government losses 
were

and 
13 


wounded, the command said. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that American jet fighter-bomb- 
ers carried out more than 220 
strikes across North Vietnam 
Monday, with the northwest 
railroad and the radar stations 
the major targets. 


The pre-dawn North Vietnam- 


ese attack in the central high- 
lands hit the Bau Can base 
camp, about 12 miles southwest 
of Pleiku city. The position, 
manned by about 100 govern- 
ment militiamen, was first 
shelled then attacked by in- 
fantrymen. 


Lt. Col. Do Viet, a spokesman 


for the Saigon command, noted 
increasing North Vietnamese 
pressure within a 25-mile radi- 
us of Pleiku City, the capital of 
the Central Highlands. 


Viet said, however, the objec- 


tives of the North Vietnamese 
were not immediately clear. He 
said he did not know whether 
Pleiku City would be a target. 


On Monday, North Vietnam- 


ese forces overran a ranger 
border camp 23 miles west of 
Pleiku and sent the Montag- 
nard tribesmen defending the 
camp fleeing in all directions. 
Scores are still missing. 


Trevino has 'game together' 


WETHERSFIELD,

(AP) — Lee Trevino has not 
done well in two previous shots 
at the World Series of Golf, but 
he goes into this weekend's big 
showdown with the momentum 
of a tournament victory and 
"my game together." 


Trevino warmed up for his 


Akron, Ohio, tourney against 
Jack Nicklaus, Gary Player 
and Gay Brewer by winning the 
$25,000 first prize in the Great- 
er Hartford Open in a one-hole 
playoff with Lee Elder. 


"I have the momentum," 


said Trevino. "I'm in the best 
shape I've ever been in. My 
legs are strong. I'm hitting the 
ball farther than ever before. 
I've got my game together." 


Trevino had to drop a 12-foot 


birdie putt on the 72nd hole to 
get into the playoff with Elder 
and then sink a dramatic 16- 
footer on the first sudden-death 
hole to win the $125,000 Hart- 


ford tournament. 


Elder, attempting to score his 


first tour victory and thus be- 
come the first black to qualify 
for the prestigious Masters Golf 
Tournament, could have won in 
regulation had his 
five-foot 


birdie putt on the 72nd hole not 
hung on the lip. 


"You wonder what you have 


to do to win," said a dejected 
Elder, who won $14,300. 


Trevino said he felt like "a 


heel" for taking the victory 
away from Elder. 


"I know how much this 


means to him, with the Masters 
and all," said Trevino. "I felt 
good that I had won, and then 
bad. But I wouldn't let my wife 
beat me if I could help it." 


Both 
Elder 
and 
Trevino 


wouldn't have been in a playoff 
had it not been for the disaster 
that struck tour sophomore 
Ralph Johnston of Garden City, 


N.Y., on the fourth to the last 
hole. 


Johnston, a co-leader with 


Curtis Sifford after 54 holes, 
scored a four-under-par 31 on 
the front nine and birdied the 
14th to take a three stroke lead. 


But his lead evaporated when 


he triple-bogeyed the par four 
15th when he sprayed his drive 
into the woods, took two shots 
to get back onto the fairway 
and then three-putted from 15 
feet. 


Trevino and Elder finished 


regulation play with 15-under- 
par 269s, the lowest 72-hole to- 
tal on the tour this year. 


Johnston and Deane Beman, 


who missed a four-foot birdie 
putt on the 72nd hole, tied for 
third, one stroke back, and Sif- 
ford, who struggled to a one- 
over-par 72 on the last day, fin- 
ished tied for fifth place with 
Homero Blancas at 273.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— "Bobby has a check for his 
prize," says art aide to Bobby 
Fischer, the new world chess 
champion. "He'll probably cash 
it and spend it all. But he'll 
need a wheelbarrow to take it 
away in." 


Fischer's entourage left Rey- 


kjavik Monday, leaving behind 
the American chess genius and 
his $78,125 in prize money from 
the Icelandic Chess Federation. 


Fischer and Boris Spassky, 


the Russian champion Fischer 
defeated, 
are also splitting 


$122,500 in prize money put up 
by British financier, James D. 
Slater. 


Fischer's share from Slater is 


$76,562,50, making his total 
purse $154,687.50. Spassky's los- 
er's purse came to $92,812.50, 
counting the $45,937.50 he will 
get from Slater. 


Fischer plans to stay in Rey- 


kjavik for at least a week. 
Spassky plans to return to Mos- 
cow on Thursday. 


ZURICH, Switzerland (AP)— 


Edith Irving said when formal- 
ly being taken into custody: "I 
surrender because I hope and 
believe that I will be given a 
fair trial." 


Mrs. Irving, who entered a 


Zurich jail Monday, is charged 
in connection with a $650,000 
fraud stemming the Howard 
Hughes autobiography hoax of 
her 
writer-husband, 
Clifford 


Irving. 
Authorities say that under the 


complex Swiss system the for- 
mal indictment on fraud, forg- 
ery and counterfeiting charges 
may not be drawn up until next 
year. They added, however, 
that the two months she served 
in the United States in con- 
nection with the case would be 
deducted from her sentence If 
convicted here. 


Clifford Irving is serving a 


2V4-year term in the Lewisburg 
(Pa.) Federal Penitentiary for 
his part in the scheme. 


BAJUWORE (AP) - Mayor 


DonaW Scaaefer got a 


first-hand look at crime in Bal- 
timore when a youth ripped the 
watch off his wrist while he 
was stopped in his car at a 
traffic light. 


The incident occurred Mon- 


day night while the mayor was 
driving his private car near his 
West Baltimore home. Schae- 
fer, who was not hurt, gave 
chase to a youthful suspect and 
was later joined by a patrol- 
man, but no arrests were 
made. 


Fans leave 
festival on 
Bull Island 


BULL ISLAND, 111. (AP) — 


Thousands of tired and 
dis- 


illusioned rock music 
fans 


deserted this scarred penisula 
early today, leaving behind 
tons of- trash ranging 
from 


makeshift shelters to panties. 


The last band at the Labor 


Day weekend Soda Pop Festi- 
val packed its equipment short- 
ly after midnight, a few hours 
after promoters had left. 


Between 25,000 to 35,000 fans 


remained at that point, still 
waiting for performances by 
headlined groups that were 
promised, but never appeared. 


Police estimated nearly 300,- 


000 young people flocked to the 
900-acre island in the Wabash 
River between Indiana and Il- 
linois for the three-day celebra- 
tion. Promoters said they had 
expected no more than 75,000. 


The homeward trek caused a 


mammoth traffic jam. 


Although the site is in Il- 


linois, the only access is a one- 
lane Posey County, Ind., road. 


Indiana State Police said they 


were able to handle the bump- 
er-to-bumper traffic by routing 
it directly onto the four-lane In- 
terstate 64 cutting across south- 
ern Indiana <oid Illinois. 


Police said the fans caused 


few problems off the island. 


PARIS (AP) - 
President 


Georges Pompidou has an- 
nounced that he will make an 
official trip to China at the in- 
vitation of the Peking govern- 
ment. 


Speaking to French journal- 


ists at Elysee Palace, his offi- 
cial residence, Pompidou de- 
clined Monday to say specific- 
ally when he would make the 
trip. But he said it would be in 
the near future.

Convict 
uprising 
Is ended 


TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - A 


five-hour uprising by 16 con- 
victs at the Vroom Building of 
Trenton State Prison ended 
peacefully early today after 
state officials agreed to listen 
to inmate grievances. 


The settlement was reached 


in negotiations between leaders 
of the rebellion and Robert L. 
Clifford, director of the state 
Departmenj of Institutions and 
Agencies. 


Clifford remained outside the 


building, talking to the inmates 
through a wiremesh window. 


The inmates assaulted the 


two guards who were escorting 
them, he said, and were joined 
by the 14 other prisoners on the 
first floor, all out of their cells 
for a recreation period.

hand illustrates the loser-on- 
loser play. South is playing 
a v e r y normal four-heart 
contract. It also looks mighty 
easy. 


If W e s t holds all four 


trumps, South won't be able 
to m a k e the contract be- 
cause he has no way to avoid 
the loss of two diamonds and 
one spade. 


Otherwise, if left to him- 


self, he can simply draw 
t r u m p s and concede his 
three losing tricks. 


Unfortunately for this sim- 


ple plan, the defense leads 
first. West opens the eight 
of diamonds in response to 
his partner's diamond over- 
call and East quickly takes 


two diamond tricks and con- 
tinues the suit. 


If South ruffs this third 


diamond with a low trump, 
West will overruff. If South 
ruffs high, West will eventu- 
ally collect a trick with his 
jack of trumps. Either way, 
South will still have to lose 
a spade trick later on. 


W h a t , if anything, can 


South do about this situa- 
tion? 


He can use the loser-on- 


loser technique and discard 
a low spade on the third dia- 
mond. This play l e a v e s 
South in full control for the 
rest of the hand. Dummy is 
ready to ruff a fourth dia- 
mond lead and any lead al- 
lows South to draw trumps 
and make the rest of the 
tricks.

Stress may precipitate gout 


By Lawrence Lamb. M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 have 


some questions concerning 
gout. Is a small hornyhke 
growth on the edge of the 
outer ear sometimes a symp- 
tom of gout? Is severe pain 
in the middle toes ever a 
first indication? 1 know it 
can be hereditary. Is tension 
from emotional stress ever 
a contributing factor? Should 
a patient's d i e t be re- 
stricted? Is exercise benefi- 
cial? Is gout a symptom of 
a rundown condition or does 
the rundown condition follow 
gout? Is Benemid the usual 
medication? Is it usually 
successful? 


Dear Reader — The horny- 


like growth at the edge of 
the ear is a deposit of uric 
salt. Gout is associated with 
an increased amount of uric 
acid in the bloodstream. The 
uric acid is a leftover prod- 
uct from the metabolism of 
certain types of proteins and 
it can also be formed by the 
body. In most instances an 
excessive formation in the 
body is the real culprit. The 
uric acid material is normal- 
ly excreted in the urine, but 
if there's too much of it, it 
will accumulate and form 
a chemical salt which is de- 


posited ih various regions of 
the body. These deposits can 
cause bones to degenerate 
and can cause, gouty arthri- 
tis. Small deposits of them 
in the edge of the ear are 
sometimes seen. 


Many different joints can 


be involved in gout, includ- 
ing the middle toe. Classical- 
ly, it is the big toe that be- 
comes red, hot and swollen, 
but other joints or toes can 
also be affected. 


Yes, there is a hereditary 


tendency for gout. Women 
often have high blood levels 
of uric acid without having 
the gouty attacks or gouty 
arthritis, and the men often 
have the actual arthritis or 
red, hot, painful toe. There 
are several things which can 
precipitate an attack. This 
includes overindulgence in 


» rich foods and alcohol. Emo- 


tional stress can be a con- 
tributing factor. 


If the person is overweight, 


he needs to lose weight, but 
cautiously, u n d e r a physi- 
cian's supervision. I have 
seen patients on crash diets 
who have activated an at- 
tack of gout for the first 
time. If there's no need for 
a weight reduction, the most 
important point is to main- 


tain a normal, sensible diet. 
Some doctors like to elimi- 
nate certain foods, particu- 
larly organ meats like heart. 
liver and tongue, but usual- 
ly altering the diet alone 
isn't 
sufficient 
to control 


gout or prevent attacks of 
gouty arthritis. For this pur- 
pose, most doctors today 
also give medicine. Bene- 
mid, 
which you mentioned, 


is one of these. So is colchi- 
cine or combinations of these 
drugs. 


Regular exercise is good 


unless the person has had an 
acute attack of gouty arthri- 
tis and then it is out of the 
question. Excessive, unusual 
exertion can sometimes pre- 
cipitate an attack of gout. 


Individuals who are taking 


medicine regularly for gout 
should continue as long as 
their doctors want them to 
take it. It helps to prevent 
the deposits of the uric acid 
salt in the joints, which lead 
to joint destruction and ar- 
thritic changes. Even if a 
p e r s o n 
feels well, he 


shouldn't abandon his medi- 
cine.
